PARIS (LAT)—Half a million 
Frenchmen took to the streets 
of Paris Thursday in a massive 
demonstration of loyalty to 
President de Gaulle after hear¬ 
ing him say in a speech 
broadcast to the nation that he 
was resolved to see France’s 
crisis through. 


They come from all walks of 
life and spoke in many accents. 
Mostly they just chanted and 
sang, not a few with tears in 
their eyes, as they gathered in 
the Place de la Concorde for 
their march to ths Arc de 
Triomphe. 


There were businessmen, doc¬ 
tors, lawyers, army veterans, 
civil servants', workers, Alger¬ 
ians, professors and some 
students. There were many 
women in the crowd, many in 
spring hats and well-tailored 
dresses, a plump country wife 
was dragged along by her 
farmer husband as they hurried 
to get a place In the column.

So were the 
proprietors of many of Paris’ 
bistros, where people have been

Alone!” and “France, Go Back 
to Work!" 

The demonstration, planned in 
advance, but surpassing the ex¬ 
pectations of Its organizers 
seemed to match In size any the 
left had drummed up during the 
last weeks of social convulsion. 

NO CONCESSIONS 

De Gaulle, his voice vigorous 
though cracking with emotion, 
ordered that the National As¬ 
sembly be dissolved and nation¬ 
al elections held. He offered no 
new concessions to students and 
workers. 

He threw into France's inten¬ 
sifying political battle the presi¬ 
dential weapon he wrote into 
the constitution of his Fifth Re¬ 
public-power to dissolve the 
National Assembly.

between June 19 and July 9. 

Francoise Mitterrand, head of 
the opposition Federation of the 
Left, branded de Gaulle's 
speech dictatorial and an open 
Invitation to civil war.

AN ANSWER: You may 
recall the plight of ; the 
Investor who bought the old- 
•tyle Canada bonds and was 
upset that the perpetual issue 
had never been redeemed. 
Here is an explanation by 
investment dealer Robert 
Baird. 

"Your inquiry regarding 
Government of Canada 3-per¬ 
cent perpetual* and the seem¬ 
ing disregard by the govern¬ 
ment to the holder at these 
when new bonds are issued at 
6 per cent can be explained by 
considering the economic cir¬ 
cumstance* since these bonds 
were issued. 

"First, the coupon rate was 
attractive in 1936 when the 
loan originated. 

"Second, the government 
had the privilege but did not 
call Ihls loan at par after Sept. 
35, 1966. 

"Third, reminding or re¬ 
placement of this loan would 
have been too expensive, (why 
redeem a 3-per-cent issue and 
replace It with a 6-per-cent 
issue?) 

“A thought — IT an Investor- 
bought these 3s today at $50 
for each $100 bond and say, 
theoretically, they were called 
at par ($100), he would have a 
100-percent capital gain — 
who would cry out at this 
‘injustice?' 

"Moral — If you cannot 
guess what Interest rates will 
he years from new, don’t 
tinker with perpets."

JOHNSON CITY, Tex. (CP- 
AP) — President Johnson said 
Thursday the United States U 
“ready to go far and fast" with 
North Vietnam and others "to 
reduce the violence and to build 
b stable peace in Southeast 
Asia."

*‘I cannot report to the Ameri¬ 
can people any substantive pro¬ 
gress (at the Paris conference 
table, nor can I even report 
that Hanoi has matched our re¬ 
straint with theirs."

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De Gaulle Commands 


O NCE AGAIN, as he did In the critical days which 
saw the demise of the Fourth Republic ten years 
ago, General Charles de Gaulle, the president of 
France, has assumed the role of “strong man” and 
warned the nation he will not tolerate further 
violence. 

“If this situation of force keeps up," he declared 
In a radio broadcast, “I should have to take other 
measures beslded the national vote to maintain order." 

This ominous statement came after the announce¬ 
ment of his decision to remain in office, in spite of the 
clamorous demands of the Left wing, to retain Mr. 
Georges Pompidou as premier, and to dissolve the 
assembly. 

Normally, dissolution would mean an election in 
20 to 40 days’ time. But unless there is swift 
improvement in the chaotic situation, with an 
estimated ten million workers on strike and the 
universities forced to close by riotous students, there is 
a strong probability that the president will rule by 
decree and postpone a vote. 

In the present circumstances an election would 
almost certainly rekindle the fires of revolt, for the 
moment precariously controlled, even if It were 
possible to start the cumbersome machinery or get a 
credible answer at the polls. 

General de Gaulle says, however, elections will be 
held “unless an attempt is made to gag the entire 
French people by preventing it from expressing itself." 
And that the Leftist forces are perfectly able to 
accomplish. 

This makes the rule by decree situation the more 
likely, in effect, a dictatorship of the Right, with the 
army supporting It 

The fiery leader of the Federation of the Left, 
Mr. Francois Mitterrand, himself an aspirant for the 
presidency, has condemned General de Gaulle’s speech 
as “a call to civil war," and declares the Leftist parties 
will answer tt. 

But uninvolved observers are more likely to 
consider the actions of the riotous Left of the past two

Following the savage street fighting in Paris and 
elsewhere on May 25, Premier Pompidou said: “We 
were faced with an obvious attempt to set off the start 
of a civil war." 

Now, General de Gaulle has clearly identified his 
enemy and the alternative to the democratic form of 
government in which he believes and for which he is 
prepared to fight.

Because of the German manufac¬ 
turer’s assurances that thalidomide was 
absolutely safe even for pregnant women, 
it had been used extensively by expectant 
mothers. By 1961 some doctors began to 
question the wisdom of this. 

A doctor In HeDbronn asked whether the seda¬ 
tive could be used safely in preparation for a 
caesarean. Officials at Chemie Gruenenthal replied: 
“On the grounds of our discoveries so far, we would 
like to say that there is no evidence that Conter- 
gan (the company’s brand name) reaches the 
foetus through the placenta.” 

Another Inquiry about Contergan and pregnancy cams 
from Finland In July—this one tram the company's rep¬ 
resentative ther e w h o Informed Gruenenthal that aba had 
been asked three questions by a Finnish doctor: 

• When the thalldomida Is given to women patients, 
does it pass to the placenta T 

• Can the preparation have a harmful effect on the 
child In the event of it getting to the embryo via the placenta? 

• In what part o t the organism Is thalidomide broken 
down? 

Replies Non-Commital 

Dr. Heinrich Muekter, bead at Gruenenthal's re se a r ch 
lab, scrawled underneath each question: 

• Not known. 

. • Unlikely. 

• Probably In the liver. 

Up to this point the company had been concerned only 
with reports of nervous aide effects from the drug, not its 
effect on pregnancy. But these side effects alone were causing 
a great disturbance within the company. 

On July 14, Dr. Mueckter startled his colleagues with 
a warning: "If I was a physician, I would not prescribe 
thalidomide new. Gentlemen. I warn you. I won’t repeat 
what has already been said beforehand. I see a very great 
danger." 

Toward the end of summer the drug was put on pre¬ 
scription by health authorities in a number of German prov¬ 
inces. Gruenenthal salesmen reported a favorable ruction 
by doctors to this step, and as autumn began, a feeling grew 
among company officials that perhaps the wor st bad passed. 

On the other side of the world a brilliant young doctor 
had been working on a theory that was to shatter any such 
illusions. The doctor, William G. McBride, of Grown Street 
Women’s Hospital, Sydney, Australia, only 32 at the time, 
was using a poet-graduate grant to study miscarriages.

Courts ’ Vigil Needed ■ 
Against Bureaucracy 


VANCOUVER (CP) — Courts 
must remain vigilant in protect¬ 
ing individual rights against the 
arbitrary use of bureaucratic 
power, a British jurist said here 
Thursday. 

Lord Denning, Baron of Whit¬ 
church,. best known for bis 
investigation into the Profumo 
sex and security scandal in 
Britain, made the statement in 
a news conference at the 
University of British Columbia. 

Lord Denning said that al¬ 
though Britain has an ombud¬ 
sman system he did not believe 


such a system was necessary to| 
protect the rights of individuals. 

He said feat in complex 
societies, several principles 
should be maintained — includ¬ 
ing the judge's Independence of 
the executive power of govern¬ 
ment. 

He said it is important that 
courts hear all well-founded 
complaints and to have access 
to all relevant government 
documents. 

Marijuana users should not be 
jailed or charged with crime. 
Lord Denning said. 


He said use cf marijuana is » 
sin, or perhaps "an infirmity” 
but it should not be considered 
a crime. 

However, he stressed that 
those who pushed or sold 
marijuana and other narcotics 
or forced others to use them, 
should be severely punished. 

He said a distinction must be 
made between sin and crime, as 
bas been done in Britain wife 
new laws feat legalize homo¬ 
sexuality between consenting 
adults.

It could be accomplished if National League lions would 
consent to lie down with American League lambs and vice- 
versa. That’s like saying France, NATO, and the Common 
Market could solve all their problems if only de Gaulle would

Federal fisheries officials are seeking a solution to the 
“shaker" problem and may have an answer by next fishing 
season. 

Countless numbers of small oobo and some small springs 
are slaughtered each April, May and June when the commercial 
fishing season opens for spring salmon, but is still closed, until 
mid-June, tor coho. At that time of year the young coho grilse 
are feeding and growing over file fishing grounds and com¬ 
mercial trollers are plagued by them taking the lures before 
they can get them down to the spring salmon they are seeking. 
In many cases by the time they get the lines in the little two- 
to-four pound coho have drowned. In other cases they have to 
shake them off the line and this kills them. Sometimes among 
a concentration of troDers the water is littered with dead ooho 
that would have gro w n up to be good-sized salmon tor com¬ 
mercial and sports fishermen. 

Everyone concerned acknowledge* it is « terrific waste of 
fish. The commercial troOers ere the most worried of all, for 
they don't like to km the fish that should become their breed 
and butter. 

Federal fisheries now has two research troDers working on 
the “shaker" problem ... one out of Bamfleld in the Barkley 
Sound waters and one in the Gulf of Georgia waters between 
Nanaimo and Comax. They are studying file magnitude of the 
problem and they are teat fishing with plugs, large lures and 
other types of troll gear to see if they can find a way to get 
the lures down to the spring salmon without hooking the young 
coho. 

In another, phaae of the operation, fisheries officers from 
the west and east coasts of Vancouver Island are boarding a 
different commercial troDer tor one day each week to take a 
first hand look. 

Log books have been placed on a number of commercial 
troDers where fishermen have volunteered to record information 
about their catches. 

“We may have acme answers and some recommendations 
tor next year," a fisheries department spokesman told fids 
writer.

Reaction Mixed to Toronto Cult Report 


Some Clerics Favor 6 Hand-Healing 9 


Globe 


TORONTO (CP) — Anglican 
Church clergy have greeted 
with mixed reaction a report re¬ 
leased Thursday by Rt. Rv. 
George B. Snell, Anglican Bish¬ 
op of Toronto, on a healing cult 
which operated out of Toronto's 
St. Matthias Church last year. 

The report, which would ban 
the exorcising of any "person, 
animal or place" without the 
bishop’s permission, pending a 
mors detailed study of the prac-, 
lice, met with approval of some, 
but not all, clergy. 


The seven-man commission 
making the report was ap¬ 
pointed last November by Bish¬ 
op Snell In the wake of an In¬ 
quest that found the former St. 
Matthias rector, Canon G. 
Moore W. Smith, “negligent” in 
the death of his ward, Katherine 
Globe, in the church reotory. 


The inquest was told the 18- 
year-old girl died screaming of 
a brain abscess and meningitis 
after being prayed over and 


spanked by various members of 
the healing cult at the church, 

Dr. Reginald Stackhouse, an 
Anglican cleric and professor of 
philosophy of religion at Wyc- 
liffe College, said: "There is a 
valid place for the laying on of 
hands tor healing in the normal 
pastoral ministry of the church. 
But, as the report says, it 
should be done in accordance 
with the prayer bcok. 

“I have practised such a min¬ 
istry. Who in the priesthood has 
not prayed for the sick?" 


Dr. Stackhouse said, however, 
he sees no place for exorcism 
and casting out of evil spirits as 
practised by the St. Matthls* 
group.

Rev. Ross Crlghton, rector of 
St. James’ Anglican Church. Or¬ 
illia, said: "Evidence points to 
the fact that people can be pos¬ 
sessed by an evil spirit. And 
such evil spirits can be over¬ 
come by prayer ss Jesus 
prayed for the expulsion of such 
spirits.” 


Orighton said he practises 
healing through the laying on of 
hands and a group in his parish 
meets weekly for prayer and 
healing. 

A United Church minister-psy¬ 
chologist hailed their port for 
its condemnation of the "indis¬ 
criminate” laying an of hands 
for healing and of exorcism of 
devils. 

"Exorcism is a medieval su¬ 
perstition that has no place In 
the life of the church today," 


said Dr. Mervyn Dickinson, co¬ 
director of the Toronto Institute 
of Human Relations.

At the third trick, therefore, declarer led a 1 tramp to 
ths ace: Collapse 1 Wes( showed out and declarer could 
not avoid the loss of three more tricks, there being m 
dummy entry either for tile trump finesse or to enable 
the club queen to be cashed. 

When East followed to the first round of trumps, de¬ 
clarer could have guaranteed the contract by finessing the 
jack. He could weD afford to let West win an unnecessary 
trick with the queen, for then he would not lose a heart 
trick.

Prostitutes Pay Twice

WINNIPEG (CP) — The law 
unfairty^punishes prostitutes by 
branding them as scarlet 
women as well as by convicting 
them, Winnipeg lawyer Roland 
Penner said Thursday. 

“Our treatment of prostitutes 
fs offensive to our standards of 
justice," Penner* told an 
audience of about 50 women and 
three men attending a public 


hearing of the Royal Commis- 1 
sion on the Status of Women. 

"THh woman who has served 
her sentence and paid her debt 
to society is also branded, al¬ 
though not physically, with a 
status that prevents her free¬ 
dom of movement." 

One woman who has knitted 
steadily throughout the Winni¬ 
peg hearings dropped her 
stitches to hear Penner, an 
associate professor of law at the

In the United States, federal 
money has contributed to a 
"fantastic" increase in the use 
of aides, according to a report 
by the B.C. Teachers’ Feder¬ 
ation.

When is a teacher not quite 
• teacher? 

When she Is supervising the 
lunchroom, patrolling the play¬ 
ground, handing out notices, 
writing exercises on the chalk¬ 
board, panning up pictures, 
making charts, arranging dis¬ 
plays, marking arithmetic, 
collecting milk money . .. 

And that's why the Greater 
Victoria school hoard hired 
10 non-professional teacher's 
aides last fall: to help teach¬ 
ers be better teacher*. 


“They even practised black¬ 
board writing,” said Mr. 
O'Donnell. “Nice big round 
letters.” 

Seven of the teacher's aides 
went to elementary schools: 
Doncaster, Lake Hill, Mac¬ 
aulay, North Ward, Sir James 
Douglas, Willows and Brae- 
foot-Cedar Hill. 

An eighth was assigned to 
the Handicapped Children's 
Clinic, and two more became 
library assistants. 

Elsewhere the idea has 
spread slowly, but is gaining 
acceptance with speed, There 
are about 900 teacher's aides 
in B.C. classrooms, and there 
were an estimated 2,000 in 
Canada In 19GM7. 


As well is working along¬ 
side elementary teachers, the 
tides serve as library assist¬ 
ants, supervisors, laboratory 
assistants and essay markers. 
Some of these jobs require a 
high level of education. 

Principals were enthusiastic 
In their reports, he noted. 


The experiment has worked 
so well 10 more aides will be 
hired tie tall, soys Harold 
O'DamaU, supervisor of ele¬ 
mentary instruction. 

"Ib § idea has worked out 
fine,” Mr. O'Damefi said 
Wednesday. 

"The sides enjoy ihe work. 
They feel they ore accepted 
in the school and they feel 
they are nwkteg a oonMbu- 
fean. They oH want to return 
next term.” 

The project was first ex¬ 
plored about three years ago 
by John Gough, tanner #*- 
triot superintendent, said Mr.

Frenchmen took to the streets 
of Paris Thursday in a massive 
demonstration of loyalty to 
President de Gaulle after hear¬ 
ing him say in a speech 
broadcast to the nation that he 
was resolved to see France’s 
crisis through. 

They come from all walks of 
life and spoke in many accents. 
Mostly they just chanted and 
sang, not a few with tears in 
their eyes, as they gathered in 
the Place de la Concorde for 
their march to the Arc de 
Triomphe. 


The franc crisis had what was 
described as a "moderate” 
effect on the US. dollar. Tele¬ 
phones buzzed with orders on the 
"free" gold market in London, 
and at the close of trading 
Thursday gold closed at 142.15 
an ounce—a climb of 55 cents 
for the day.
